He Egyptians, Caldeans, and Arabians, do obſerve many 
curious Obſervations in this Art, as Tranſlation of Light, 
Prohibition, Contraradiation, Reſtitution. Fruſtration,OblciIt- 
on, Antiſcian, Curſuvacation, Curſutardation, Ferality, Au-

de{tending on the Culp is Signihicator, and ſo of the reſt : but 
of this more in the enſuing Judgments. The Houſts and 
Signs wherein the Planets Rule as Lords, and have ſpecial do- 
minion, are thus: Þh rulethin wand =:Yin 7 and X :

The Champions for Aſtrology in all Ages, have by their 
Enemies been molt gravelled, and put to a non-plas, ( above 
all other parts of the Science ) in this particular of the diviſi- 
on of the Howſes, and their Names z, as why the Heavens might 
not be divided into more or tewer parts than 12 ? and where- 
fore the firſt Houſe is called the Houſe of Life, and placed in 
the Eaſt ? why the Order and Numerical fucceſhon of the 
Houſes is from Eaſt to Weſt ? and why the {econd Houſe is 
called the Houſe of Riches? the twdtth of Enemies, Impri- 
ſonment, and Miſery ? and ſo why the other Houſes are cal- 
lcd by their names, and diſpoſed in that order? Seeing, ( as 
the Enemies hereof pretend ) as well their Order as Names, 
obſerve no Order at all, but are rather a Chynera of Confu- 
ſion, a plain hotch-potch of Fiction and Foolery, as Pics 
Mirandalws, a bittcr and Learned Antagoniſt, in his roth 
Book, and Alexander ab Angelis in bis 4th Book and 27th 
Chapter, and indeed not without reaſon; for all who have 
endeavoured formerly to give the reaſons of theſe Houſes, 
(th very Learned ) as Lucius Bellantiue, Falins Firmicus, 
and rs, have produced nothing orderly, nothing of truth, 
but meer Fi ts onely : {© that if any where they brought 
a Reaſon which fn but to defend one Houſe, the very 


lame really deſtroyed all the reſt ; and therefore Alexander ab 
Angelis, lib. 4. cap. 19. after his Monſtre of all the Arguments 
brought by Fulius Firmicus concerning theſe Houſes, he juſtly 
refells them tn theſe words 3 Ridiculus fit, quicunque ridiculas 
bas rationes noftra refutatione egere exiftimaret. Thus this No- 
ble Science, ( to the great dilcouragement of her Profeflors ) 
hath reſted under this obloquy, to th 


& great encouragement of 
its 
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its virulent Adverſarics, till of late years, theſe Doubts have 
been cleared, and this Doctrine moſt Elegantly juſtified by 
the worthy Pen of Johann Baptiſta Morinus in his Ajtrologia 
Gallica, lib. 17, to the end of the 7th chap. and excellcntly 
Engliſhed by our Honoured Countryman Capt. George Whar- 
fon, and highly honoured and applauded by that Famous Ma- 
chematician of our times, Mr. Wl. Oxghtrid, recorded in 
Wharton's Almanack 1659, to which I reter my Reader, it 
bejng too copious for me in this place. 

Seeing this Doctrine of the 12 Houſes hath been fo op 
pugned by Adverſaries, and ſo weakly defended by Friends. 
I will take the Liberty, de novo, to make a ſmall Addition in 
reference to its juſtihcation and probation. 

And becauſe there are many think the diviſion of the 
x2 Celeſtial Houlſcs to be a vain and trivolous invention, I 
thought it good here to ſhew ſome Phyſical and Mathematical 
xcalons tor the grounds thereof, belides what others have 
faid; whiclfalthough they are not ſubject to the groſs under- 
{tanding of thoſe which meaſure every Qbject by the palpable 
tcdling ot their muddy brains, yet to the Sons of Art I doubt 
not but they will be as clear as the day, And to the end, 
that we may the better expreſs our mind herein, we will uſe 
the help of Number, becauſc there are many Myſterics contain- 
ed therein for as Holy Writ teſtineth, God hath diſpoſed 
all things in Number, Weight. and Meaſure : and the Babylo- 
nians Were wont to {ay, Cur Homo Animal ſaptentiſmmun ? 
S114 Numerare poteſt. 

You thall undertiand that there are four Numbers analogi- 
zing with the tour firſt Phyſical Qualitics 3 and that, like as all 
things are made and do confift ot\ divers combinations and 
mixtions of the ſaid Elemental Qualitics, fo likewiſe by the 
Compokition, and union of theſc Numbers, all other. Numbers 
do relult and arifc, 

For One is the beginning of Numbers, yet of it ſclf proper- 
ly is no Number, and hath tor his Energie Unity, Peace, and 
Lite z Unity, becauſe One is indiviſible , and cantrary to 
Death, 
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Death, which is a diviſion of all things complectionated. It 
doth Analogize with Moultuxe radical, which hath more En- 
tity, or is circa eſſe, more than any other Elemental Quality ;

(ay that theſe two laſt rehearſed Angles do repreſent the Fa- 
ther and Mother ;, for as Arteſius in Libro primo S apientie ma=- 
goris, faith, Temperavit enim— ſcil.una pars caloris cum parte fri- 
giditatis ſibi equali, & evenit ex ea Temperamenta,Mature Humi-

In Acute Diſcaſes, 4 
being the Morbihcant Planet, the Diſcaſe ſhall proceed of 
Cholcr, 2s Burning Fevers, Tertians, Cholerick czections up- 
ward and downwards, Jaundics, Inflammations of all the Bo- 
dy, pronenels to Angcr,great Thirſt.redneſs of the Face,Pelti- 
Icnt burning Fevers, Megrims in the Head, Carbuncles, the 
Plague, and all Plague-Sores, Ring-worms, Bliſters, mad {ud- 
den Diſtcmpers in the Head, Bloudy-flux, all Wounds and 
Niſeaſes in mens Genitories, the Stone both in the Reins and 
Bladder, Scars or {mall Pox in the Face, all hurts by Iron, 
the Shingles, and ſuch other Diſeaſes as ariſe by abundance 
of Choler, sd affects the Gall, and lcft Ear, the Pulſe high 
and (wift. 

Sol governeth yellow Choler, burning Fever, Semitertian 
and Tertian Fevers, beating, and palpitation of the Heart, 
Swooning, Opthalmia, rednel[s of the Eyes, and blood-{hor, 
hot Rheums, Tuſſis, Catarrhs, &c. In Acute Diſeaſes, ſuch 
as proceed of Choler, like unto Mars, but more remiſs, Con- 
ſumprions, Collick, pricking under the Sides, baſtard Pluri- 
ſics, Pimples in the Face, trembling of the vitals, or any Dif- 
eaſe of the Brain or Heart, Tympanics, infirmitics of the Eyes, 
Cramps, ſudden Swoonings,Dilcales of the Mouth, and ftink- 
ing Breaths, rotten Fevers ;, principally in Man he governeth 
the Brain, the Heart, and right Eye, and Vital ſpirit 3 in Wo- 
men, the left Eye; the Pulſe uneven, ſwitt, and intended,g$e. 

Venus, being, the Morbiticant Planet of Chronical Diſcalcs, 
ſignihes ſuch a8” proceed from Flegm, as Aſtmacs, fiufting of 
the Pipes, the Liver and Stomach with crude Humours, Suffo- 
cation of the Matrix, Swellings, Lexcopblegmatia, pain m the 
Reins, Gonorrhea's, French Pox, all Difeaſcs of the Matrix, 
and Mcmbers of generation, in the Reins, Belly, Back, Navil, 
and thoſe parts z any Diſcaſe or Diſtemper ariſing by inor- 
dinate 
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inordinate Luſt, Priapiſm, Impotency in Generation, Hernzias, 
the Diabetes, or piſling Diſtaſe, Ot Acute Diſcaſes, ſuch as 
proceed from abundance of Flegm and cold. Venxs combutt 
ſignihes Diſcales proceeding, of Torture, as Agues, Collick, 
Stone, Pain in the Limbs or Side, Gravel, and lofs of Appc- 
tite, the Pulſe low and remiſs. but ſomewhat intended. 
Mercury denoteth Diſeaſes proceeding of mixt Humours, 
according to whom he is conhgurated, Diſtraction of Senſe, 
Madnels, all Vertigo's, Lethargy, or Giddineſs in thc Head, 
Lightne!s, or any Diſcaſe of the Brain, Ptilick, Stammering, 
and imperfection in the Tongue, vain and fond Imaginatt- 
ons, all defects in the Memory, Hoarſnels, dry Coughs, fuper- 
abounding of Spittle, all ſnatfling and ſnuffling in the Head 
or Noſe, the hand and toot Gout, Dumbnelſs, Tongue-cvil, 
all evils in the Fancy and Intellectual parts, Suggctti f 
Evil-{pirits,foolith and irrational Conccits,troubled Thoughts, 
ſtufhng of the Pipes and Organs of Voice, black Jaundics, 
Wind in the Bowels, lightneſs of Mind, Deliration, aridity of 
the Tongue, Swellings in the- Legs, Hands and Fingers. 
Lina, being the Morbihcant Planet, in Chronical Dilcalcs,

Excrements, as Ordure, Urine, and Sweat, 2nd the inordt- 
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nate evacuation of them 3 Dilcaſcs in the lett Side, Stoncs.rhe 
Bladder, and Members of Generation, the Mcnſtrucs, and Li- 
ver in Women, Droptics, Fluxcs of the Belly, ard cold Rheu- 
matick Diſcales, cold Stomach, the Gout in the Writts and 
Feet, Sciatica, Rheums or Hurts in the Eycs, vis. in the I ett 
of Men, and the Right ot Women, Surteits, rotten Coughs 
Convulkioti-fits, Kings-evil, Apoltemes, Small Pox, and Mc2- 
fels. In Acute Diſeaſes, the Moon prognoſticateth ich as 
proceed of Watry Humours, Citrine Watcr, and Salt Flegm, 
for the moſt part with Swellings and Breakings out, annexcd 
with Heat and Inflarnmation.

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In young Maidens, the » being the Morbificant Planct, in 
Chronical Diſeaſes figniheth the Green ſickneſs z in old Wo- 
men, Paſhons of the Matrix, the Mother, and ſuch like. 
Now having briefly ( yet fully ) ſhewed what manner of 
Intrmitics are moſt uſually attributed to the 7 Planets, yet 
here is to be noted, that many of theſe, and divers other 
of like nature and condition, may happen, as well under any 
other Planet, as the ſame Planet they are here attributed un- 
to, the Cauſes that produce them being divers 3 therefore 
the ſurc{t ground is not altogether to depend upon Aftrolo- 
gy in the inveſtigation of the Diſeaſe, but alſo to require the 
help of Pathological means, and the Diſcaſe once found, 
the Morbificant Planet will afſuredly, without fail, demon- 
ſtrate the truc Cauſe of the Diſcalſe, and of what Humour it 
proceedeth, far more dire&ly than any Urine, Pulſe, or Ex- 
crement whatſoever ; and this is the true Scope herein, not 
to rely only upon this Art to hnd out the Diſeaſe, but the 
truc Cauſe thereof, which being removed, or taken away, 
the cflect will alſo ceaſe 3 nam ſublati Canſi deficit Effectur. 


In the next place we ſhall briefly ( yet fully ) Treat of the 
Crilis in Diſeaſes, as being a principal Subject relating to 
thu Treatiſe : And fir't what Crilis lignihes.

Crifis is no more than this, tiz. a {uddcn alteration of 
mans body when he is ſick, tending cither to health, or tur- 
ther ſickneſs 3; for when this Crifis is, there's a (ſharp hight, 
as it were, betwixt Nature and the Dilcale, wheeher of them 
ſhall overcome. 

Days Critical, Decretory, and Criſmal are all one, and 
intend no more than a certain and more ſure Judgment of 
the

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the Infirmity aflifting, cgther more powerfully, or in a lets 
meaſare, at thoſe times whic n the trae Crifs is. 

The true Crifis is beft bf all caken from that Moment of 
time when firſt the ficknels invaded the infirm 3 which 
if it cannot be had, then it mav hc taken ( bur not {o cer- 
tainly ) from the very hour when Afrft the water is brought 
ro the Phytician fo advilc tor recovery; but it no Llrinc COMme, 
then when the Doctor firſt {peaks with the fick Party, and 
is demanded by the infirmed what ke thinks of his ſickneſs, 
and what courſe he would adviſe for cure thereof. 

Every ſudden and vechement motion of the Diſcaſe, may 
be called a Criſis , or it 15 not a local motion altogether, but 
an alteration of the Diſcaſe.

oft times wholly ; as thoſe that obſerve the Ha decn 


and from thence 'account the 7th day as Criucal 3 or tho! 
that think they come nearer to the mark ( as I my f&t did 
ſometimes think, although long experience proveth batlt to 
be tar diſtant ) whic! 1 obſerve the time the Moon cometh to 
a Quartile Aipect of the place ſhe paſſed under at the derzbi- 
HS > tor althoug My the Cr 1s (ometimes doth h PO wWPON 
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the Game times, yet it is doubtful or uncertain whether it be 
upon the next 7th day, or the 14th, or the 21ſt, or the 28th 
day, &c. or at the time the Þ cometh next to aſpe& the 
place ſhe poſſeſſed at the Hors dexwbitis, either by a O or 
e, ec, which cometh neareſt to the truth of any former gi- 
ven Rulc, and for which I ſhall annex a Table at the end of 
this Diſcourſe, to tind the true time according to the 
motion of the Moon and Sn, &c. Yet ſometimes the Crifis 
happeneth upon none of thele times, whereby it appearcth, 
that theſe Obſervations are uncertain, and not to be depend- 
ed upon 3 therefore he that would be more pertectly reſolved 
concerning this main point, Ict him give car to theſe our 
New rehned Principlcs and Grounds , the which by Gods 
Aid and Aſſiſtance, and many painful Obſervations, we have 
nar and found to be of ſuch truth, that ] cannot chooſe 
at admire the wonderful Providence of Almighty God here- 
in, which ſwe:tly diſpoſeth all things in Numero, Pondere, 
& Menſira, preſcribing, to the whole axconomy of Nature, 
{uch a Law, Order, and Dependency, that it were cafier tor 
Heaven and Earth to annihilatec and turn to nothing, than to 
break .or infringe the ſamc, unlelS it ſhall pleaſe his Divine 
Majeſty, miraculouſly, at his Will and Plcature to command 
It any new kind of Service ; but yet for all this, ncither I, 
nor any man elſe, is able to give any ſuch Rulcs that ſhall 
never fail : although I dare buldly afhrm, that the like tor 
verity in all reſpects arg not to be found ; tor howbeit I am 
aſſured, that there is in rerum natira, lex, & immtabilis ordo, 
yet with Solomon 1 muſt conteſs, that omnizom Operum Dei, nul+ 
{zes. poſſit homo inverijre rationem. Admit that Natura fit vera, 
Ars vera, yet rari verus Artifex, a trac Artiſt rarely found : 
therefore to come to the matter 3 He that would be certihed 
when the Criſs ſhall happen, let him obſerve whether the. 
Lord of the Alcendant doth apply to the corporal Conjun- 
Ction Tt] or & of any Planet, per applicationem communem., Or 
no and if he apply to more than one, look to which of them 
n< 15 neareſt, and then count how many Degrees of Longh 
fuge 
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tude are between them, and for every Degree add ſo many 
Days, Weeks, Months, or Years, to the time the Diſcaſe was 
firſt related to thee, or to the time the Urine was hrit brought 
unto you, and you ſhall have the time exactly in which there 
will be a Criſis of the Infirmity 3, yet here is to be noted, that 
when the Diſeaſe is mortal, that neither V,$, Z,nor the D, 
are able to make a perfe&t Crifir, although they do in ſome 
reſpect Criſifie, as I have ſeen by experience; for the Lord of 
the Aſcendant at ſuch time coming to any of thele by dedu- 
Etion aforcfaid, will at that inſtant intend the Diſeaſe, and 
afterwards the Party (hall for a time ſeem to amend, and the 
ſymptomes of his Diſtaſe abate, and yet tor all. that, at the 
next Criſification with h, d, or the ©, the Party ſhall dye 
and you ſhall here underſtand, that the Lord of the Aſcendant 
doth not only ſhew the tirne of the Cryſis, in manner atore- 
ſaid, by the diſtance from ſome other Planet per applicationene 
communen, but alſo per ſeparationem commrunem, when he (hall 
be elongated from a 4 [) or & Corporal,the ſpace of the (e- 
midiameter of his Beams, or of the afflicting Planets, and for 
every degree he lacketh of that diſtance, add as betore {o ma- 
ny Days, Weeks, Months, or Years. Some Aſtrologians have 
curiouily taken upon them to determinate the time of the 
Criſis in manner following, viz. If the Signiticators be in a 
moveable Sign, tor every degree of longitude they add a day; 
in a common Sign a week, and in a fixed Sign a month, or a 
year 3 others in Angles, a day, in Succedant Houſes a week, 
and in Cadent a month or year, But how vain and ſuperlti- 
tious theſe Obſervations are, daily expericnce teacheth. And 
although I dare not warrant 2t all times this Rule following 
to be currant, yet for the molt part I have found it true, and 
very {eldome otherwiſc z that.is, to look whether the Dilecaſc 
be Acute or Chronical, (I term them aczte, which be quick Dil- 
eaſes, and have had no long time before in breeding and 
them I term Chronical which be long and inveterate; ) if the 
Diſcale be acutc, then for cvery degree add a day 3 it chronical, 
a weck, a month, and ſometimes a year. L 
et 
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Let the Reader take notice, that there are Acute and Chro- 
nick Diſeaſes. Of Acute Diſcaſes, ſome are ſimple Acute, 
others Peracute, id eſt, very Acute ; others are Perperatute, or 
exceeding Acute, Thoſe which are ſimple Acute, are hniſhed 
in $, 10, 11, 14, 20,0r 21 dayes, they are terminated in the 
time the Moon traceth the 12 Celeſtial Signs of the Zodiack, 
which is in 27 dayes; ſome odd hours and minutes, 

Thoſe acute Diſcaſes which ſuffer changes, are very fickle 
for ſometimes they increaſe, ſometimes they are remitted, ac- 
cording as the Lord of the Aſcendantor ( according to o- 
thers ) as the Moon, meets with the beams cither of good or 
evil Planets 3 and ſometimes they change out of acute Diſca- 
fes into chronick Diſeaſes, and ſo a continued Fever may 
change into a Heetick Fever, or an intermitting Fever into 
a continual Fever; and - theſe Diſeaſes terminate in forty 
dayes. 

Very acute Diſcaſes are ſuch as terminate and are conclu- 
ded in 5, 6, 7, or 8 dayes; amonglt which is the Diſcaſe cal- 
led Peripnexmonia, an inflammation of the Lungs. 

Excceding acute Diſcaſes arc ſuch as end in three or four 
daycs at fartheſt, as Peſtilences, Apoplexics, ec. 

Chronick Diſcaſcs follow the motion of the Sun, and *tis 
about ninety dayes before the fir{t Criſs appears, for in that 
time the Sun comes to the proper Quartil of the place he was 
m at the Decumbiture, as appears m Hectick Fevers, Drop- 
tics, and the like ; but when he comes to thoſe Degrees trom 
the Decumbiture, which are called Judicative, or Interciden- 
ral, which are both one, or Judicial, ( as ſhall be {cen in the 
Table following ) ſome motion appears, whereby a man may 
zjudge of the Crefis to come. It falls out well, it the Sun be 
well aſpected by good Planets 3 and worlc, it by cvil Planets ; 
and this holds true, it you conſider it from the Nativity, 
throughout all the whole courſe of a mans Lite: tor Dilcaſcs 
are particular attendants on a mans Lite. 

Moreover, of the Criſs, fone arc pertet, ſome are imper- 
ket A pertect Crifis is when the Diſcale appears plain and 
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intirely, and perfc&ly to be judged of, and this is ſometimes 
hopeful, ſometimes deſperate ; Hopeful, when there is a 
great probability of Health and Recovery 3 Deſperate, when 
there are palpable ſ1gns of Death. 

An imperte& Criſis, is, when the Diſeaſe is changed upon 
every light occaſion 3 as it Mars be author of the Difſcaſe, 
and in a double-bodied Sign, without fail the Crifis is va- 
riable, 

That Criſis is ſafe, which comes without great pemicious 
Aſpeats. ; 

It is doubtful and dangerous, which comes with great per- 
nicious Aſpe&ts. - The Diſcaic is fit to be judged, when f1gns 
of Concocttion come the fourth day, and then certainly the 
Criſis will appear the ninth ; the Þ moves not upon an c- 
qual motion, therefore it's {ater to truſt to her motion, ra- 
ther than to the tradition of days, tor herein 15 a great error, 
by reaſon of the incquality of the Moons motion 3 for, ac- 
cording to the belt extant opinions, the Sun hath dominion 
in Chronick Diſcaſcs, ( as is faid bctore ) and the Moon in 
Acute and therefore I have ſpoken to this end to them. 
It is- the motion of the Sun and Moon, and Lord of the 
Aſcendant, that produce the Crifis, and not the number of 
daycs, &c. 

When any notablc Diſeaſe comes, it you would difcern 
whether it tends to Health, Death, Mutation, or continuance, 
It is neceſſary that you begin at the fhrlt punCt of time of the 
invaſion of the Diſcaſe. This Galen faith is very hard, it not 
impothble to hnd 3 *tis taken pro confeſſo, that it may be cafily 
known when a man takcs his bed in his ticknefs, but when 
the beginning of the ſicknels is, that's the Queſtion 3 tor a 
laſty Body bears the Dilcale longer, and is longer before it 
(ubmits to take Bed, than a weak, infirm, fickly Body 3 a meer 
{uſpition of a Diſcaſe will {end a faint-hearted perſon to bed, 
you may per{wade him he is tick, though otherwiſe. But the 
true time to be taken for the beginning ot the Ditcaſc, is 
that in which a man finds a maniteſt pain or hurt in his Bo- 
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dy 3 for inſtance, when a man hath got a Fever, uſually the 
head akes certain days before ; this is not the Fever, but a 
meſſenger, or fore-runner ct the Fever; the true beginning of 
the Fever is, when the Diſeaſe appears ſenſibly, or when a 
horrour or trembling invades the ſick, as does uſually in the 
beginning of a Fever; this is the beginning of the Diſeaſe, 
when the Diſcaſe appears manifeſt to ſer:ſe ; and this was the 
arp of Hippocrates, the beſt of Phyſicians. And you 

find this always, that the more acute the Diſeaſe is, the 
more maniteſt the beginning of it is to ſenſe, yea ſo manifeſt, 
that it is almoſt impoſſible, that the beginning ſhould lye hid 
from any one, though he want Reaſon, if he have but Senſe, 
bur if it ſhould fo fall out that you cannot take a beginnin 
from the firſt invaſion of the Diſcaſe, then take your —_ 
from that very time the Parties Urine was firſt brought, or 
the time when fhrſt they conſulted with the Phyſician about 
the Diſcaſe and cure, and account that the firſt Criſis. 

Now the time called Critical is always evil, becauſe of the 
contrariety of the Sign the Moon is in then, to the Sign ſhe 
was in before, or the contrariety of her nature to the appolite 

lace, at ſuch a time there ariſeth a controverſy and contett 
tween the Diſeaſe and Nature ; the Moon maintains Na- 
ture in Acute diſeaſes, and kence is the reaſon, that if ſhe be 
afflicted upon a Critical day, by the Bodics or ill Beams of Iz 
or d, or the Lord of the Houle of Death, ( which is always 
Lord of the cighth Houſe, and ſometimcs Lord of the fourth 
Houſe, it he be a Malevolent, becauſe he fignihes the grave) 
the Diſtaſe increaſeth, and ſometimes the Sick dycs, but it 
the Moon at the time of Criſis behold the Lord of the 
Aſcendant, .or the Fortunes fortunately, Health enſues 3 for 
the malady is vanquiſhed, and overcome in the conflict. 

If the Diſeaſe terminate not upon the firſt Criſis, ſee how 
the Moon is configurated on the ſecond Criſis, and judge then 
by the ſame Rules, &c. 

If it terminate not then neither, as ſometimes ſuch a thing 
happens, view the third Criſs, and judge by that the ſame 
way + 
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way if your Judgment, ballanced by Reaſon and the for- 
mer Rules, certific you that the Diſeaſe will not end, one 
way nor other, neither in Health nor Death 3 ſte what you 
can ſay when the Moon returns to the place ſhe was in at the 
Decumbiture, which is about twenty ſcven days, cight hours, 
and ſome minutes, and ſee how the Moon is then ſeated and 
affected , and to what Planets ſhe is configurated then : 
and this of neceſſity muſt be the end of all Acute dif- 
cales. 

Thus you ſte an Acute diſeaſe can laſt but a Month atlong- 
eſt, not one in a hundred laſteth fo long 3 nor one in twenty 
laſteth above halt ſo long, 

If the Diſcaſe end not then, the Acute diſcafe is tum'd in- 
to a Chronick diſeaſe ; and all Chronick diſeaſes muſt be 
judged of by the Sun : the Rules of judging of Chronical 
diſcaſes by the Sun, are the fame by which we judge of Acute 
diſcaſes by the Moon. 

Now to come to the matter and concluſion of this Sub- 
jet, you muſt know, that the times conſiderable in Diſcaſcs 
are three principally ; the principal is the Crifzs, or Critical 
day, -which is when the 3 hath gone go degrees from her 

lace at the decumbiture, or laſt Criſis3 and this is {o called, 
Le then Nature will manifeſt what the Diſcaſe is 3 and 
at this time it will afſuredly be more fully diſcerned in one 
kind or other, for good or bad, according to the AſpeRs the 
Moon applies to, as hath been ſaid. The next time is cal- 
led Indicial, which is half a Chryſis, viz. the motion of 45 
degrees, at what time the Diſcaſe doth more or leſs manifeſt 
It felt, according as the Þ is aſpedted, which prognoſticates 
a good or bad Chryſir to enfle. 

The third denomination of time, in reference to: critical 
Obſervation, is called Indicative, wherein the Phyſician may 
expe Indications how the Diſcaſe will ſhew it felt, This 
by ſome is called Intercidental : upon theſe intercidental and 
mdicative dayes, the Diſcalc is uſually remitted and mitiga- 


ted, 
Now 
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Now for right diſtinQtion and calculation of Time, ob- 
ſerve in what degree of the Zodiack the Þ was at the decum- 
biture, and to that degree add 22 degrees and 30 minutes, 
which is halt the time between the Crifis and Indicial 
time, and this ſhews (when the Moon comes to that degree) 
the firlt Indicative, or intercidental time 3 then to this for- 
mer time add 22 degrees 3o minutes more, and that makes 
the Indicial time 3 to which, when the Moon comes, it is 
accounted a Judicial day 3 which is when the » is gone 45 
degrees or halt a Quadrat from the firſt Criſis 3; then to this 
laſt Indicial time add 22 degrees, 3o minutes more, which 
makes 67 deg, 30 min, from the hrſt Criſis 3 and this is the 
{econd Indicative day, or Intercidental time.as falling between 
the Criſis and Judicial day ; to which again add 22 d& 
rees 30 minutes more, and you have the firſt perte&t Cri- 
[is from the decumbiture, - viz. 90 degrecs; and adding 22 
degrees 30 minutes more, makes the next Judicative day, 
when the Þ comes to it; and fo on through the whole Zo- 
diack,, and over it again, it the Diſealc Terminate not in that 
time, as will plainly appear by the following Table, in a fa- 
miliar Example , when the » comes to an Indicative, or In- 
tercidental time, when to a Judicial day, a ſemiquadrat, or 
half a Criſis, and: when to a true []) , and when to an EO, 
which is called a full Crifis, and fo to all the Indicative 
and Judicial days during the Sicknels, &c. as for Example 
Let the true place of the Þ at the decumbiture, and begin- 
ning of the Diſcaſe, be {uppoſed to be 15 degrees, 44 minutes 
of IT, and becauſe 44 minutes almoſt make one degree, I 
enter with 16 degrees under the Sign IT, in the 4th Column, 
ſo that 16 degrees of Gemin! is my Kadix, or true place of the 
D; over againſt 16 degrees, to the right hand, I find S, 30, 
over the head thereof -S 3 ſo that when the Moon came-to

dicines, and thnſe that are about the Sick as Helpers, The

is in, but the Moon muſt herein be conſidered. The 6th Houſe 
doth fignifice the Diſeaſe, and the Cauſe thereof; as for exam- 
ple : it a Terrene Sign be upon the 6th, then he took his Di- 
ſemper of Cold, and lcok where the Lord thereof is, and the 
Moon, and ſuch are the peccant Humours 3 and for the Air, 
Water,or Fire, if the 6th Houſe be afflicted with any Malevo- 
lent Star,or if the Lord thereof be afflicted in any ſbrt,ſo judge 
of the Humours, and look to the fourth Houſe from the 6th 
Houſe ; for it hath a ſecret Signification of the end of a parti- 
cular Diſcaſe.

Both Maſculine and Feminine, Active and Paſhve, 
Aſcending and Deſcending, friendly to the Life and nature 
of Man, cauſing few Diſeales, but apt to, help all Diſcaſcs, 
when the DÞ is therewith. 

Caunda Draconis is of the nature of Hh and &d, and is 
molt Evil and Unfortunate, Untemperate, Deſtructive, Active, 
Maſculine, Aſcending, an Enemy to the Lite and Nature of 
Man, cauſing many Sickneſſcs and Difſcalcs. 


Now we have ſpoken of the Houſes, the Signs and Planets 
of Heaven, which arc Bodies Corleſtial, and do diſpoſe and 
rule the Motions and -Actions of our Bodics Elemental and 
Terreſtrial z you ſhall alfo underſtand, that the 12 Houſes of 
Heaven are ſtronger, and of more force and effe&t in opera- 
tion, than the 12 Signs, and the 12 Signs are of greater force 
and efficacy in their operation, than the 7 Planets; and the 
natures | of the Planets do alter and vary according to the 
Signs that they be in; and the Signs do alter and vary accor- 
ding to the Houſes they are in. 


Na to leave Bodies Caleſtial, and ſpeak of the Elemen- 
tary, whereof the Bodies Terreſtrial are "compounded, 
conſtituted, and made ; you are to underſtand that there are 
4 Elements, viz.

Whatſoever in his Simple and Elementary Quality and 
nature is Moiſt, as the Air, doth moiſten, putrifie and corrupt, 
make ſlippery, lighten, and conglutinate, 

Whatſoever is Dry, as the tarth is in its Simple Quality 
and nature, drieth, maketh barren, attra&eth and (etleth, and 
is the worlt in decreaſing, 

Whatſvever is Cold in his Simple Nature and Quality, as 
the Water, doth make cold, thicken, and cauſeth indigeſti- 
on, congealeth, deſtroyeth, maketh hard, knitreth together : 
it doth not pierce and open, but ſhutteth, incloſeth and ſtop- 
peth, and nouriſheth not, but aftoniſheth and extinguiſheth 
the Radical Heat and Breath of Lite.

Of Compound Dualtties. 
\A/Fuclcercr 1s Hot and: Dry of Nature, is cholerick, ge- 


nerative, attractive, durative, and conſervative, dry- 
ng, heating, and attrafting ; doth harden, and cauſe watch- 
fulneſs, becauſe of heating and drying of the Brain and Head 
they do allo exhauſt and draw, gather together and collect, 
they do alſo cleanſe and purge, Provoke to hedge, and make 
{weet, they do cleanſe and ſcour the Body replenithed with 
cold and moiſt Humours. 

Whatſoever is Hot and Moiſt, generates by reaſon of 
Heat, and corrupteth by reaſon of Moiſture, and bringeth not 
to perfeCtion, 

'hat{oever is Cold'and Dry participateth of duration and 
deſtruction 3, for if the Dry exceed the Cold, then it will be 
durative; but if the cold Quality in the fame ſubje& exceed 
the dry, then deſtruit, &: ejt ficut Lignum arridium. 

What!bever is Cold and Moiſt, eſt indigefte materie, cor- 
rift at, & omnino deſtrit, non genergt, neque durt, nequz fret- 
Clnm fert, ſed ob/t:epet, expellit, mtrigat, pumed it, corrume 
pit, mortificat 3, creatcs hcavineſs, dulneſ(s, and Nowncls in all 
things.provokes to.ſleep and drowſineſs,and Rots, conturncs, 
ſeparates and divides, is of the natur2 of the 5 and Q, 
genders moiſt and” watry Humours and Impoſiurnations, 
and repells Humours by congelation and thickning, dilperting 
thenr in ſundry places, 

Firſt cherefore, underſtand, that the Body of Man. and all 


other Elemcntary things, arc compolcd ot the 4 Elements, 
112, of Arr, Water, Fire, and Earth z two active, and two 
pallive matters 3 one active and one paſſive aſcending and 


mcreaſing, and"one active and one paſſive matter deicend- 


ing and decrealing, for Gaido taith, omne corpus 6x GHAatuer 
Elementis conitat. 

Secondly, underſtand, that the Body of man is divided in- 
to twelve parts, according to the twelve Signs, and then in- 
vx 
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to 36 parts, according, to the divition of the 12 Signs into 
36 Faces and Triplicities, 

Thirdly, - underſtand, that the 12 Signs have Dominion 
over and in the Body Humane, as well as in other bodies 
and things 3 and theſe Signs are divided into 4 feveral Tri- 
plicities, as followeth. 

VY, A, 2, arc hot and dry, cholerick, bitter, of the na- 
ture of Fire, conſuming, yet generative, durative, attra- 
&ive, by reaſon of Heat and drowth;, tor by reafon of their 
heat they are generative and attractive, and by reaſon of 
drowth they are durative ; and by reaſon both ot heat and 
drowth they are conſuming : for the Fire doth conſnme all 
imperte&t matter and ſubſtance, that is not united in a jult 
Temperature. 

S, WM, W, are cold and dry. of the nature of the Earth, 
and of Hh, melancholick, durative, by reaſon of Drowth, and 
deſtructive by reaſon of Cold, tor there 1s no deſtruction but 
by 2 and 2? , they are allo aſtringent and durative in them- 
(elves, and def {troyers of others externally z for Þ in his own 
being once revived, doth give long lite, and 1s durable, by 
realon of his dry Quality 3 but it #, 2, and Þ be put toge- 
ther, then 15 dettruction by over much cold. 

T, 2, and &, are hot and moiſt, of the nature of che 
Air, Sznguine 3 and becauſe they are more moiſt than hot by 
nature, and do participate with Fire in heat, and Water in 
moitture, and are digeltive and generative by reaſon ot heat, 
and corruptive by reaſon of their moiſture, 2, $,and Þ 
theretore alter the meat, digeſt, and increaſe the bluod. 

S, Mm, and #, are cold and moiftt, of the nature 
of the Water, Feminine, Paſſive, like the Moon, Flegima- 
tick, falt in taſte, », &, Þ, corruptive by reaſon of their 
moiſture, and deſtructive by reaſon of their coldnet; 3 they 
are more cold than moilt, and are called the expuliiv e Signs, 
tor they do corrupt, deſtroy, and expcll : Linz er 5 percure 
rens in Signs ſits mult admirand.a poſſunt fieri ad corporitn de- 
ſtructionem, 
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And here note, that thele four Elements twelve Signs. and 
ſeven Planets, do induce in all mortal Bodies four Humours, 
iz. Blood, which is {weet, Choler, which is bitter, Mel ancho- 
ly, which is ſour, and Flegm, which is ſaltiſh: but theſe four 
Humours are ſo united in the Body of man, and mixed and 
knit in ſuch ſort, that there is no ſeparation thereof until 
the diſſolution of the Body, and ſeparation of the Spirit from 
the Body, the which diſſolution bl many ways 3 but here 
it is to be underſtood but of one way, that is, by natural 
Death, and not by unnatural Death 3 and according to that 
Humour which is moſt prevalent, and predominant in the 
Body of man, thereafter is the man called, cither Sanguine, 
Cholerick, Flegmatick, or Melancholick, and every one of 
theſe Humours have their proper times ot Rule, and'different 
times of Working in their (evera] times, as occaſion is given. 
Their: general times of diſtin Rule, as thus ; Sanguine 
rules trom 5 at night till 3 in the morning, Choler trom 3 
to 9 tore-noon, Melancholy from 9 to 3 atternoon, Flegm 
trom 3 to 9 at night. Thus briefly touching on things as 
chey may in the progreſs of this Work concern us, but now 
to proceed,

A® touching, the true knowledge hereof, it is by the mo- 
tions of the Heavens, and Aipedts of the Planets, there- 
fore in erecting of your Figure. and btfore you give any Judg- 
ment, certain things are to be conſidered, and diycrs Qucſit- 
ons to be asked. 

The fit thing to be noted is, the inſtant time when the 
Queſtion is made, or the Urine brought 3 tor ſometimes une 
bringeth it when the Phyſician is not at home, and the Par- 
ty leaveth it with ſome of his Seryants, or with ſore triend, 
or with a neighbour, to be delivercd unto him ; then, in fuch 
a caſc, 
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x caſe, he ſhall take the Queſtion at the delivery of the Urine, 
or when the Party cometh for an Anſwer but if you find 
the Urine by chance left in ſomeplace tor you, then you ſhall 
take that Queſtion of the Urine when the Party comes to you 
for his Anſwer. 

The ſecond thing by way of Queſtion is, you ſhall ask the 
Name of the Party that is fick, and the Age 3 for by the 
Name;you ſhall know whether it be man or woman, by the 
Age you ſhall know whether the Party be young or old ; for 
there are divers things to be conlidered in the differen- 
ces of Diſcaſes of men and women, and of old folk and 
young, 

If it be a Worran, the third ' Queſtion is, whether (he be 
married or not ? for if married, the may be with child, or 
ſhe may have pain in her matrix by child-birth, the which 
Maids have not. Again, if ſhe be young, 'ſhe may have the 
Green-lickneſs, by reafon of Nature's Obſtructions 3 and this 
1s incident both to Women, Children and Maids, obſtructi- 
on of Nature, their natural Courſes, cither they may not 
have them at all, or «l{e not in their due order and courle 
and then they experience pains in the Reins, in the Side and 
Stomach, and often incline to vomit, and have much pain in 
the Head, and this {cldome or never failcth. 

The fourth Queſtion is, you ſhall ask, who ſent the Urine, 
or by whoſe motion or command. the Urine was brought or 
ſent ? for ſometimes the Sick faith, go to ſuch a DoEtor and 
ask my Diſcaſe ; and ſometimes they (ay, ask him whether I 
ſhall live or dye 3 and ſometimes whether he can help me; 
and ſometimes again, ſome of the Friends of the Sick, un- 
known to the Sick, do come and ask his Diſeale z whereup- 
on you (hall ask the bearer of the Urine, who bad him or her 
come with it ? or whether the Party that bringeth the Urine 
came with it of his or her own accord, or not? for it the 
bearer of the Urine, or any ſuch like that maketh the Quelti- 
on, come unto you, not being of his blood or kindred that 
oweth the Urine, but as his friend or neighbour, moved with 


pity, 
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pity, or of good will, or being, delired thereunto, or'if it he 
the Husbands Brother's Wite that bringeth the Urine, or 
asketh the Queſtion, then the firſt Houſe (which is the Angle 
of the Eaſt) and his Lord, is the Houſe of Life. and is alfo 
lord of the Urine, and the lord of the 5th Houle is lord of 
the Liver, and the tirit Houſe ſhall be the Altendant for the 
Asker, and the 7th Houle for the fick Perlon, and the Sth 
Houſe and the 4th ſhall be Signiticators of «Death; the 
4th Houſe is the end and determination of every Queſtion, 
and therefore alſo of Life and Death,” as hercatter Thall be 
thewed more plainly. And tally, know this for a general 
Rule, that whoſoever brings the Urine, or asketh the Que- 
ſtion by conſent of the ſick Body, whether it be Father, Mo- 
ther, Brother,'Siſter, or Child, or the Wite or Husband of any 
Sick, if the ſick Party bid them go, or conſent unto their 
ving to ask the Queſtion, then the tirlt Houſe ſhall be the 
cendant of the Queſtion, as before. 

If ſome ſecret fellow, or councellour to the Sick in private 
matters, whom he truſteth much, which reapeth benetit at 
his hand, or that truſteth to have ſomething by the death 
of the Sick (be-it he or ſhe, man or woman, not being of his 
kindred, nor {ent by the fick) bring the Urine, or ask the 
Queſtion, then the {ſecond Houle and his lord is tor the Quz+ 
rent, and fur Lite, and the Sth Houſe is for the flick Perſon, 
and the 9th Houſe is the Houſe of Death, and the 6th Houſe 
15 for the Liver.

It the ſervant of his own accord make the Queſtion for his

Sick, the third houſe for the Livecr, the 4th houſe for the Sick-

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Diſcaſe ; except the Urine do come by the conſent of the ſick 
Perſon,if it do, then the fixth houſe ſhall be the Aſcendant for 
the Quzrent.

houſe how thou ſhalt be paid for doing thy Cure, and what 
Expence he thall be at tor his health, whether much or little. 

And here note, that naturally the rſt houſe is the houſe of 
Life, the 4th houſe figniheth the end, the 5th the Liver,the 6th 
the Infirmity, the 7th the fick Perſon, the Sth whether it be 
Death or no, the 9th the Phyſician, the 11th the Cure and 
Mcdijcine, the 1oth the Finger of God, the 12th a ſecret Ene- 
my, or Witchcraft. Though this Method do ſomewhat dit- 
fer from what I propoſed before, which was the way of the 
Ancients, yet I thought neceſſary to mention likewiſe what 
hath been verifhed by experience z let each Student and Pra- 
Citioner try and truſt, 

And furthermore, obſerve, that by whomſoever the Queſti- 
on is made, and what Houſe ſoever thou doſft hind Aſcendant 
tor the Queſtion, for the Urine, and tor Lite, thou (halt in thy 
Judgment joyn him and his lord with the 1f Houſe Natural 
and his lord,for Life; and the 5th Houſe of the Queſtion and the 
5th Houle of the Figure for the ſtate of the Liver, and the 6h 
Houſe of the Figure, and 6th Houſe of the _— for the 
ſtate of the Sickneſs, whether it ſhall be long or thort ; and the 
7th Houſe of the Queſtion,and 7th Houſe of the Figure tor the 
lick Perſon, and the Sth Houſe of the Figure, and Sth Houſe of 
the Queſtion for Death 3 the 1 1th Houſe of the Figure (or ac- 
cording to others, the 10th) and 11th of the Quelticn for the 
Mcdicine 3 the 4th Houſe of the Quettion and 4th of the Figure

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for the end of the Diſeaſe 3 and whoſoever bringeth the Urine, 
or maketh the Queſtion.cither he doth it by conſent of the flick 
Perſon, or without the conſent of the ſick Perſon 3 and it it 
be by and with the conſent of the fick Perſon, and with his 
or her good will, or it the Sick ſay go, then the firſt Houſe 
alwayecs ſhall be tor the Querent, &c. as atorcſaid 3 but if he

When any one therefore comes to you with any Urine, or 
doth make any Queſtion for the Sick, the premiſes before-ſaid 
conſidered, and the inſtant time of moving the Queſtion be- 
ing noted, you (hall mark eſpecially his demand, tor ſome- 
times the Party that cometh ſaith, 

Sir, I am come to you to have your counſel on this Urine of 
one that” is ſick, and faith, I would know his Diſcaſe, or 
whether he will live or dye. 

Sometumes allo they ſay, I would know what Diſcale he 
hath. 

Sometimes they ſay, I would know whether he will eſcape 
it, or whether he will dye thereof. 

Sometimes they ask none of theſe things, but they ſay, I 
would know what is good for him. 

Sometimes again they will ask, whether you can help him 
that is ſick ? 

Sometimes they ask for a Woman, whether the be with 
Child or no? 

And {ſometimes they ask, whether the Party hath not ſuch 
a Diſcaſe as is {uſpeCted, or no ? 

So that ſometime they ask one Queſtion, ſometimes ano- 
ther; for the minds of People are variable and divers, cvcn 
according to the motions of the Heavens, and alpeCts of 
the Planets and Stars, and a man ſhall have no power to go 
to ask a Queſtion tor 'the Sick, though many times they de- 
i1re 
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fire and determine it, neither to ask any thing touching the 
Sick . but when his mind doth accord with the Heavens, and 
when the Heavens do accord to the end of his intent, to ſhew 
the juſt end thcreot 3 tor I have known oft-=times by expert- 
ence. that ſome” have been in the mind to come to me, as 
themſelves have contel(sd, tor their infirmitics. a quarter of 
a Ycar together, yet have had no power to come to me until 
they have been palt remedy 3 upon which coming I have told 
them {ach a time they would dye of their infirmity, and they 
have died, as I have faid 3 and ſometimes becauſe my (elf 
would not deal with them, they have gone to others for Phy- 
fic, yet all* hach not ſerved : this have I proved many a 
tune and oft, as well on young folk as on old and middle 
aged, and as well on women as on men, and children of both 
ſexes 3 for by the higure many things are ſeen and known, 
that are not to be known by Urine, in mine opinion, at firſt 
time. Amongſt the old Philolophers, it was adviſed to be 
brought to the Phylician to know the Diſcaſe 3 not for that 
the Diſcale, or Lite, or Death can be pertealy diſcerned by 
the Urine, but by bringing the Urine, it is a token trom the 
Sick to know his Dilcaſe, by making the Queſtion for the 
Sick 3 tor no man ought to ſtudy Phytick except he be well 
{cen in Aſtrology 3 tor it is unpothble to give a juſt Judgment 
of the ſtate ot a Dilcaſc only by ſeeing the Urine, or by feel- 
ing the Pulle, or Sicdge, or {ceing the Sick 3 for a man by A- 
ſtrology will ſay more by a Queſtion demanded for the ttate 
of the lick, tor his ficknets and Diſeaſe, and touching Lite 
and Death, tor curing, of the Party hurt or fick, than ten other 
Phyſicians that (hall fee the Urine, and ſpeak with the fick 
Body ; tor many are ſick that know not their own Diſcaſe, 
nor the Cauſe, nor the Degrces thereof; and by Attrology 
It is to be known, and by no means elie, becauſe the Bodics 
of men are ſubject to Diſcaſes, according to the influence of 
the Heavens; tor, 4 Juperioribus inferiora reguntur > tor if a 
man mark well, all Difcaſes are cither Natural, Supernatural, 
Or againſt Nature 3 it it-be Natural, it is by the Influence of 
the 
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the Heavens in his Nativity; if it be Supematural, it is the 
Finger of God on a man, or on his generation, for ſome of- 
fence committed, which remaineth on a man, and ſome- 
* times on his Poſterity, through many generations to come ; 
by which means they are more or leſs {ubje& to ſome certain 
Diſeaſe, as ſome to dye ſuddenly, ſome to have the Kings 
Evil, ſome the Stone, the Gout, ſome the French Pox, ſome 
the Leprofie, and ſuch like hereditary Diftempers, and all 
to dic of one Diſeaſe, and theſe are faid to have ſuch 
a Diſcaſe by Nature, but it is Supernatural, and Natural 
alſo. 6 

If it be againſt Nature, it is by Surfeiting, or drinking or 
eating, ſomething, that makes them ſick, or by Witchcraft, or 
Sorcery, or by Inchantment, or by the puniſhment of the De- 
vil, or ſome Spirit, by the permiſſion and ſufferance of God 3 
and all theſe things cannot be known but by Aftronomie, and 
therefore we conclude, that if he be not a good Aſtronomer 
and Aſtrologer withall, he can be no good Phyſician 3 this I 
have often hinted in my Almanacks, and ſhewed the ſame 
from the moſt Learned. 

in, the proportion of Medicine and of the Body, and 

the degree of he Diſcaſe, and of Medicine, and commixtion 
of Humours, and the diverſity thereof, are not known by any 
means but by Aſtronomy tor who can make a juſt propor- 
tion of Medicine for any Diſeaſe, except he be a ol Aſtro- 
nomer? neither can he tell the times proper for healing the 
Diſcaſe, nor whether it be to be cured or no, even as the blind 
man hits the Hare; nam Aſftrologia eft oculus medici, faith Ari- 
ſtotle, fine qua cacus appellabitur. 
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Next we are to know and obſerve, which Fa forr Virtues 
or Humours is weaker or ſtronger than the other, or than 
it ſhould be, whereby the diſtemper of the 
Body doth grow. 


T* the Bodies of Natural Men are four Radical Virtues, 
holding a due proportion by Nature, by the which the 
Health and Strength of the Body is always maintained, and 
when any of theſe four do predominate and get dominion 
over the other, then doth the body wax ſick, and languiſh in 
pain, or elſe is utterly fruſtrate of the Radical Humidity, and 
ſo ſurpriſed, and overcome by Death. The firſt of theſe four 
Virtues is Digeſtion, the ſecond Retention, the third Attra- 
&ion, and the fourth Expulſion 3 and theſe four Virtues are 
alwayes ſuſtained by four Principal and Radical or Natural 
Humours. 

1. Digeſtion hath its operation, and is maintained by 
Blood, making his operation in the Stomach by the Liver, 
for {o long as the Liver keepeth his natural proportion, by 
heat and moiſture of good blood, ſo long ſhall the Body be in 
Health 3 and if the Party diſtemper himſclf by his Dict or 
otherwiſe, whereby the Liver is oppreſſed with much Moi- 
ſture, Drowth, Hcat or Cold, then the meat in the ſtomach 
for want of Deco&tion, by too much cold, or overmuch heat, 
fouleth and corrupteth the Blood, and breedeth diftempers 
and Diſcafes in the Body, proceeding unnaturally from the 
exceſs-of Choler, Melancholy, Blood, or Fl 

The natural Blood, or f(pirits of Lite, _ to the Liver, 
the Vital to the Heart, the Animal to the Brain, to which the 
Sperm and Seed is much relative. 

The ſecond of the four Virtucs aforeſaid is Attraction, this 
operation is performed by natural Heat and Choler, which 
is ingendred by good digeltion, of the Liver, and hath its 
principal reſidence in the Gall, and it this Humour becom ad- 
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uſt or abound, the Blood is infected thereby, and many di- 
ſtempers and infirmitics are cauſed, as ſhall be ſhewed more 
plainly when we come to treat of Choler, 

The third of thele Virtues is Retention, which conſerveth 
the Nutriment in the Body till it be digeſted, and it is main- 
tained by Melancholy, naturally cold and dry, and hath its 
proper reſidence in the Milt or Spleen, as ſhall be ſeen here- 
after. 

The fourth and laſt is natural Flegm, which is expulſive, 
and partly mixeth in the Veins with the Blood, is cold and 
moiſt, and thereby is maintained the Expullive faculty, whoſe 
office is to expell the Excrements that annoy the Body, as 
after will farther appear. 

And now to return to our former matter again, to know 
which of theſe four Virtues or Faculties is diminithed, or 
which of them doth abound beyond his natural Order, you 
ſhall underſtand, the Virtuc Retentive belongeth to Hh, the 
Virtue Digeſtive to V., the Virtue AttraCtive to 2, and the 
Virtue Expulſive tothe D. 

Obſerve diligently therefore which of theſe four Planets, 
'H, WV, 2, or the Þ have moſt dignitics in the Sign of 
the 5th Houſe of the Queſtion, which alwayes figntheth 
the ſtate of the Liver, that Planet according to his potency 
or debility in the Figure of Heaven, in the Sign, and De- 
gre, and Place where he is, ſhall ſignihe the ſtrength or 

ebilicy of the Liver, and of that Virtue which he govern- 
cth. 

If Þ be ſtrongeſt in the Sign of the 5th Houſe of the Que- 
ſtion, then the tault is in the Virtue Retentive, that either it 
is too ſtrong or too weak, by too much unnatural Meclancho- 
ly abounding thercin, or tor want of natural Melancholy te 
retain the meat in the Body, and then the Muſcles of the Sto- 
mach being oppreſſed with too nuuch moitture, the Party 
remitteth up the meat and drink he taketh, {o ſoon and as 
often as he doth take it ; for that the Liver is oppleted 
with moiſture, which wcakeneth and overcometh the Virtue | 
Retentive. It 
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If Þ be firong in an earthly Sign, as &, MM, or ww, 
which are cold and dry, melancholy, then is the Virtue re- 
tentive too ſtrong in the Liver, through too much Melan- 
choly abounding m the Liver, ſtopping and oppreſſing the 
Liver, cauſing Oppilations, Faintings, Heavineſs, black Jaun- 
dies, with the Spleen ſwelling, Wind and Indigeſture, and 
the Party hath a ſtomach to cat meat, and when he hath 
it, he eateth very little, for having eaten it, it is long 
before it be digeſted, and lieth hard and heavy in the Sto- 
mach, 

And if the ſaid Melancholy deſcend into the Bowels, then 
the Parties are Coſtive, and cannot go to ſtool; it into the 
Muſcles of the Bladder, then he cannot make water, it into 
the Milt, then the Party bccometh Splenetick, and waxeth 
lean, and ſometimes, the Veins being ſtopped, ſwelleth in the 
Body and Members, or conſumeth, and ſometimes hath much 
Stitch in the Sides. 

If the ſaid Melancholy enter into the Cells of the Heart, 
the party affecteth Solitude, and avoids talk and noiſes, 
ſhuns the light, and dclights to be in dark places, and will 
ſometimes incline to rave and curſe, and is prone to all mif- 
chief, and to miſchief himſelf or ſome others. 

Furthermore, Mclancholy is cold and dry, ſoure and ſharp, 
of the nature of the Earth and of Satwrn, dark, pale, and 
wan, the dregs of all the Humours 3 for ſoureneſs and ſharp- 
neſs are from cold and dry Qualities, as from &, 7, WP, and 
h, and it is oftentimes like Allum-water in taſte. 

Bitterneſs proceeds from the Qualities of Hot and Dry, and 
relates to Y, &t, Z,and the ©, and & in them. 

Saltneſs comes of Cold and Moiſture, as from S, m, X, 
and the Þ in any of them, cold and moiſt, Flegmatick. 

Freſhneſs of taſte comcs of h in &, MM, or WP, or of Rh 
in IT, 2, 22, 

Sweetnels comes of Heat and Moiſture, W in TT, <>, 
or 22, 

Unſavourynels in taſte comes of B, m, X, eſpecially e, 
G 2 and 
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and therefore we ſay, Þ is cold and dry, ſour and ſharp; fo 
are &, M, Yw, Melancholy. 

Vis hot and moiſt, Sanguine, ſweet in taſte, pleaſant 3 ſo

If F bein S, m, or X, having moſt Dignitiesin the 5th 
Houſe, then is the Retentive Faculty weakned in the Liver, 
by too. much cold Flegm, and the Party hath a cold Liver 
and vomiteth much, and hath no luſt to cat, and cateth lit- 
tle, and the Party is fearful and timorousz and Þh in $ doth 
cauſe the black Plague of Melancholy and Flegm,.then muſt 
you purge Flegm and Melancholy, and help the digeſtive Fa- 
culty with warm things. 

It R have moſt Dignities in the 5th Houſe, and be in Y, 
&,or £2, which are hot and dry, Cholerick, then is the Li- 
ver oppreſſed with too much Choler and Melancholy, mixed 
with a vcry dry, hot, bitter, ſharp, hard, and yellowiſh Hu- 
mour. 

It Þ be in Y, it is of ſlender, thin, ytllow Choler and Mc- 
lancholy : if in &, it is of grols, thick, yellow Choler, and 
reddiſh, and is hot and burning, and very dry, cauſing cho- 
lerick Paſſions in the Bowels, and. much vomiting, and hot

Head-pains and aches, all infirmities of the Eyes, diſtempers 
of the Brain, Falling-evil, weakneſs of the Nerves, and de- 
cay or default of the ſpinal Marrow ; all impediments inci- 
dent to the Animal faculty, pains of the _ and Teeth, the 
Noſe, Face, and Ears, and Alopecia. In the ſecond Houſecon- 
ſider the Diſcaſes incident to the Throat, as Squinancy, Kin 
Evil, and the like, In the third Houſe conſider all impedi- 
ments incident to the Arms and Shoulders. In the fourth 
Houſe. conſider all Diſtempers of the Stomach, Lungs, and 
Pleura, as Peripnexmonia, tiling, or rottenncdls of the Lu 
Coughs, Plurifie, Vomitings, Impoſtumations, - and the like. 
In the 5th Houſe conſider falſe Conceptions, the evil acci- 
dents of the Womb, {uffocation of the Matrix, fits of the 
Mother, the Whites, and exceſs of Flowers. In the fixth 
Houſe conſider the Sciatica, and the like. In the 7th houſe 
conlider the accidents of the Limbs, Podagra, all pains and 
accidents belonging to the Feet and Toes. In the eighth 
Houſe. conſider the Droplie and the like. In the 9th, gri- 
ping of the guts, the Cholick, of Wind and otherwiſe, and 
all ike Diſtempers. In the 1oth Houſe conſider all accidents 
of the Reins and Bowels, as Scowring, Gonorrhea, pain of 
theBack, Gravel and Sand, In the 11th Houſe the affection 
and afflictions of the Heart arc to be conſidered, as Cardiack 
Paſſions, Tremblings, Palpitations, and the like. In the 12th 
Houſe arc underſtood the Herpes, Palfie, and all afflictions of 
the Nerves and Sinews. 

Farther note, that the whole circumference of the Heavens 
is 360 degrees, which are in every Figure contained in the 
12 Houſes, and cvery Houſe properly hath 3o degrees : it 12 
degrees go before the Line or Section ot the Houle, then 15

man.and belongeth to Satwra,which iscold and dry,Earthy 
of nature, and Mclancholick, and hath dominion of the Milt 
or Spleen, wherein the natural Melancholy is contained, and 
frtifieth and ſtrengtheneth the Body of Man and his Mem- 
bers, and hath its operation in &, M, and W, terrene Signs, 
as Guido Bonatus ; Tantum agit in Terram, & in corpore bu- 
M410, 

And this Retentive Faculty may be conſidered as Natu-' 
ral or Unnatural, before, and after Digeſtion 3 Natural accor- 
ding to the Body, for the ſupport and maintenance of Na- 
ture 3 Unnatural againſt the Body, diſtempering and injuring 
the ſame. 

Retention before Digeſtion in the upper part of the Sto- 
mach, which is the place of the firſt digeſtion, which keep- 
eth the meat it cannat deſcend, by reaſon of unnatural Melan- 
choly remaining in the Stomach, nor yet digeſt for want of 
natural Heat and Moiſture, whereby a man 1s forced to caft 
up again, or doth retain and keep it in his Stomach with 
great pain, except he forte it up again z For naturally it will 
not come up, becauſe the Expultive Virtue is weakned in 
the Stomach, by reaſon of the ſaid unnatural Mclancholy 
there remaining, : 

Retentim in digcſtion is to detain the meat in the proper 
place of Digeſtion, till it be throvghly digcſted to the con- 
{crving and ttrengthening of Nature. 

Ruention after Digeſtion is performed in all the members 
by cperation of natural Mclancholy, and his ofhce 1s to retain 
and keep the nouriſhment that 15 appromiate to nature tor 
the maintenance and upholding the Body in health, after due 
ſc ouration in the Liver ifter Digcltion, whereby every = 

all 
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and member of the Body may receive that which properly and 
peculiarly belongeth thereunto, 

Retention after Digeſtion is of two forts, Natural and Un- 
natural 3 this unnatural is performed two ways, viz. as well in 
the outward parts of the Body, as in the Arms, Legs, or 
Fleſh, Muſcles or Sinews 3 as inwardly in the Belly, Liver, Sto- 
mach, Bowels, &c. | 

Unnatural Retention is cauſed of unnatural Melancholy, whe- 
ther it be in the extreme parts, or in the inward parts; and 
by reaſon of this unnatural Retention a man falleth into a 
Conſumption, eſpecially when it is in 'the extreme parts : 
when the Conſumption is cither particular, or general, in one 
Member, or throughout the whole Body, by reaſon of unnatu- 
ral Mclancholy impacted in the Veins in ſome particular place, 
or ſpread abroad generally in all the Body, which kind ct 
Mclancholy is more dry than that which is natural, and by 
reaſon of the great dryneſs thereot, ſtoppeth the Veins and 
paſſages, that the Blood cannot have free courſe as it ought, 
to give nouriſhment to the Body, or to the Members; and 
this unnatural Melancholy overcometh the natural Mclancho- 
ly, even as the greater quantity of ſtinking water doth over- 
come a little quantity of (ſweet and freſh water” for it is to be 
conſidered, that cold and dryneſs are enemies to heat and 
moiſture, which, if they get the maſtery of hot and moiſt, 
then they do expell them 3 and if heat and moiſture be conſu- 
med in the Liver or other parts of the Body,” how can the 
Digeſtive Virtue do his Ofhce? for cold and drowth cau- 
ſeth indigeſtion, 

Theretore know this, that the whole ftate of the Body in 
Sickneſs and in Health ftandeth and conſiſtech in a right good 
and natural Digeſtion, and in the- maintenance oft Radical 
heat and humidity in the Stomach, Liver, and other parts of 
thc Body.

And when this unnatural melancholy Retention is in 
the Body it {clt, and not in the extreme parts, then is the Ex- 
pulſive Virtue weakned in the Liver, Milt, Lungs, Stomach, 
Body and Bowcls, in which ſoever of them it doth abound. 
When one doth reccive mcat or drink into his Body, and 
yomit it up again, then it is a ſign that the Retcntive Virtne 
1s weakned in the Stomach, and the natural Faculties in the 
Stomach are overcome by too much moiſture, of by toomuch 
heat and drowth. 

When one doth vomit blood, and bleed much at the 
Noſe ox Mouth, then is the Retentive Virtue or Faculty 
weakencd in the Liver and Veins by overx-much heat and

When the Lask or bloody Flux prevails, then is the Re- 
tentive Virtue wezkned in the Bowels and Muſcles, and in 
the Belly, and the Expultive Faculty is too ftrong. But it

When a Womans Flowers or Terms do pals from her un- 
naturally, or oth: wiſe than they ought, as ſometimes it chan- 
ceth, whether they be the white Flowers or the red, though 
it come ſometimes by a ſquat, a tear, a fall, ox howſoever it 
cometh, yet is the Body below Zirbus and the Matrix and 
her Veins, oppre(s'd by too much moiſinels thither relorting 
to the Muſcles tranſverſe, or to the tive Veins of the Matrix; 
whereby the ſaid Veins cannot thut'and cloſe, but open, and 
being open by reaſon of the moiſinels, the Matrix being weak 
openeth her ſelf oftentimes more or leſs, according to the 
Humour , day by day, or fometimes in two or three days, 
ſometimes in longer and ſhorter ſpace, and 'in fuch a caſe the 
Party hath pain and heat in the Back and Reins, and pain of 
the Head and Sides.

nels is enemy unto Health, 

And therefore' he ſaith, if the firſt Houſt be fortunate, 
by the preſence or afpet of a fortunate Planet, or the Lord 
ot the Aſcendant fortunate, then ſhall the Phylitian do 
good, and be prohtable to the Sick, 

Alſo he giveth the 1oth Houſe for the lick Perſon, to 
know thancly whether he will be ruled, and be obedient to 
the Phyſitian or no, according as the 10th Houle is fortu- 
nate or infortunate, 

He giveth the 7th Houſe for the Sickneſs, to know there- 
by whether the Sickneſs ſhall be long or ſhort, or whether 
it ſhall be tedious or no, or whether it ſhould be great or 
little. It there were a fortunate Planet in the 7th Houſe, 
then the Sick (hall be ſoon well 3 it there be an intortu- 
nate Planet, then it will be longer exe he be well, and 
the Sickneſs ſhall augment and incrcaſc.

diment, and doth apply to Þ, and when TT, => or x, 
is in the Aſcendant, and Y. in the 6th Houſe. 

The Virtue Expulſive is governed by the I, and work- 
eth by Cold and Moiſture ; and theretore ſuch Medicines 
as ſhould comfort the Virtue Expullive, when the Patient 
is weak in Body, and cannot ſweat or vomit, or go to 
ſtool, ſhould be made, given and taken, when the is 
in an Expulſive Sign, as in S, Mm or X, and when the 
> hath no impediment.and doth apply to 2,%,m or X 
in the Aſcendant, and the > or 2 im the 6thyin the com- 
polition of the Medicine. And this is the proper method 
of way and times to make Medicines. 

For every Medicine receiveth his Virtue more or leſs, 
according, to the poſition and diſpoſition of the Heavens, 
at the very inſtant when it is made, as I have often prov- 
ed, (and the greateſt Antagoniſt in the World muſt herein 
be convinc'd, it he will let patience a& his reaſon. ) For 
if the Virtue Digeſtive be weak, and thou wouldeſt make 
a py Medicine to ſtrengthen and help the ſame, then 
diligently obſerve when the » comes into Digeſtive Signs, 
_ alpedts Y, and then compound thy Medizine as afore- 
ald, 

But if thou make thy Mcdicine, the > being in *Re- 
tentive Sign, applying to Þ, d, © or Y, it will dono 
good 3 therefore if thou wilt make a ſpeedy Curedo it in # 
convenient time as aforeſaid, Guido 
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Guido counſelleth, in every Medicine thou makeſt, thou 
ſhouldeſt put W in the 6th, or at leaſt in the 7th Houſe, 
but if in the 6th, it is the better 3 and whoſoever (hall 
give a Medicine to any one, Y. being then at that inſtant 
in the 6th Houſe , the Medicine (hall profht- vcry 
much. 

But ſometimes it falls out, that the Phylician cannot po- 
fite Þ in the 6th Houſe, when he would compound his 
Medicine, for he oft-times comes into the 6th very late, or 
very carly in the morning, {ometimes at 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, Or 
6 of the Clock, fo that it is tedious tor one always to 
watch the hour ; and therefore, in matters of Neceſſity, 
when I could not put Y. in the 6th, I did put R in the 
6th or 7th, when I did compound my Medicine, in ſtcad 
of Þ%, when ſhe was free from combuſtion, and thenoxi- 
ous Rays or Aſpects of hÞh or &, and direct, occidental, 
and in her dignities 3 or clſe I did put ſome other fortu- 
nate Planet in the 6th, but I did never put h or & in 
the 6th Houſe, except there were VÞ or F with them in 
the 6th, or ſome other Planet that was in his dignities, 
and ſtrong, 

For V. is naturally benevolent, good and friendly to 
Man, and is Fortzna Major, and Q 1s Fortuna Minor, and 
7? and © are indifferent, but Þh and & are enemies to 
the Nature of Man and his Health, and Þ is Infortavs 
Major, and & Infor'una Minor. 

And always I hold it good to compound Medicines, 
when Y% or T is in the 6th Houle, and the 3 applying 
by # or Z\ to the Lord of the Aſcendant. 

Hence is to be noted, That through the Negligence ot 
the Phylitian, in not regarding or taking heed to theſe 
things aforeſaid, before he begins to work , oftentimes 
and moſt commonly his labour is in vain, and to none et- 
tet to the Sick, becauſt the Virtue of Heaven, and the 
heavenly Bodies do work againſt him.

If you would make a Medicine confortative, for expuli. 
on of Humeurs, as in giving a Laxative Medicine, the 
Virtue of the Heavens, and Influence of the I, muſt 
needs oft-times be againſt thee, ( it thou compoundeli thy 
Medicine by chance, without election of a proper time ) 
and affect the Patients Body contrary to thy intention, by 
virtue of Retention, and that is becauſe you did not look 
before to the Influence of the J , what (he took of the 
Ccaeleſtial Bodics above, that is to fay, of the Planets and 
twelve Signs. And therefore whoſoever will give Medi- 
cine properly and naturally, he muſt take heed that the 
Inflaence of the Sign that the >» is in, do accord or agree 
with the Virtue ot that he laboureth upon, and then he 
(hall not err. 

So be ſure you make your Conftection or Medicine in its 
proper {ympathetick Conficllation, and then it maſt needs 
work Naturally, becauſe of the Virtue that it receiveth in 
the time of its making by the Influence of the Heavens; 
and this is without doubt chiefly co be noted and ob- 
ſerved. | 

For Thebith affirms, That Jook what Compoſition and 
Medicine thou dolt make under the Conſtellation or courſe 
of Heaven, it recciveth as great Virtue of the Inflaence of 
Heaven, being, made in due time, as it doth of the Con- 
fection or Medicine it felt ; as, Laxative and Expulſive Me- 
dicines ought to be compounded, the » being in-S, m, 
or X and one of thele Signs Aſtending, and the » ſtrong, 
as is aforeſaid, not aſpeRting V.. 

Alſo it bchoveth a Phylitian to have conſideration of 
what Planet ruleth that Humour, which he intendeth to 
expel, and to make that Planet Lord of the 6th Houſe, * 
and put him in a place where he hath no dignities or 
power, and then ſhall not that Planet overcome or hinder 
the working of that Medicine: As 
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If a Man will avoid and purge Mclancholy, which $4+ 
turn increaſeth and ruleth, he muſt {ce that h be weak 
of power and ſtrength, as in S or in V, and inthe 3d, 
gth or 12th Houſe, or removed trom Angles, and it yo! 
put VP in the 6th Houſe, h being in S, you may put 
him in the 12th Houſe, or in the 11th for a ſhift, and 
let the Y be ſtrong. 

If you will avoid or purge Choler, ſce that & be weak 
that governs that humour, in his tall or detriment, or in 
fome cadent Houſe where he hath ao dignity.

the Blood, yea and let the © and Y be alſo weak, or re- 
moved from Angles, becauſe they do participate with 1

If you will avoid and purge Flegm, then fee that the 
I be weak of power and dcbilitated, for ſhe governeth 
that humour 3 therefore when you would purge Flegm: Ta 
is better in mine opinion to put the Þ in mM or X thart 
m $S, but it the I bein S, then let her aſpect the © 
by #X, or L\; or @, and purge with an Electuary. 

It the be jn m, then let her aſpect the © or & by * 
or L\, and do it by a Potion. 

If ſhe be in X, then let her apply to the © or & by 
{A or *, and do it with Pills. 

And here note, that there is no Mcdicine laxative or 
purging to be given ( after the Rules of the Ancients ) 
when the I is in d with V. 

And Haly telleth the Cauſe why , ſaying, that the 
working of the Medicine is not wholeſon:e that is mint- 
ſtred in that time, for becauſe of drawing of Humours, 
for by that it defiroyeth the natural effects of the 
Body, the which is the 4th part of the cffe& of the Medi- 
cine, D d Things 
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Things cold and dry, diminiſhing natural Heat, and 
hindring natural Digcſtion, are athgncd to h 

Things that do thicken and maniteſily delay Heat natu- 
rally, are given to ?. 

Things that heat and over-hcat the Body and Blood, as 
in bitter things, making very hot and angry, are attribu- 
ted to Mars. 

Things having a glewy property, and being miniſtred 
to wounds, have power to joyn the orihce together, and 
keep back Ulcers healing, and are attributed to 
and Q, 

But the Þ muſt be conſidered, according to the place 
ſhe is in, and according to the Planct ſhe applicth to 3 for 
it ſhe be in a good Houſe or good Sign, with a fortunate, 
good, Gr ſtrong Planct, ſhe bctokcnceth good 3 it with an 
evil Planet, or evil Sign, or Houſe, or Aſpcct, ſhe beto- 
keneth evil. 

Wherefore if thou mcan to hcal Diſcaſcs of any inward 
or.outward grict, thou mult conlider the time when the 
Patient hrit complained, or when the Diſeaſe firſt took 
him, or when he tirſt took his bed.

And when the » beginneth to be Tarda motu, dectcaſ- 
ing in her motion, then the Diſcaſe will decreaſe, and 
change into better and more caſe ; but-{o long as the is Ve- 
lox motue, {fwitt in courſe, the Difſcale will increaſe, and 
be more tedious and painful to the Sick. 

Thoſe that are tick of the Diſeaſes ot h or 7 arc flow, 
dull , and aſtoniſht , and are ſcarce able to draw their 
grieved members to them for cold, tor their powers are 
weakened through obſtruCtions, yet by reaſon ot the prick= 
ing and biting quality of the Diſcaſe, they do awake them- 
{chves by little and little; they oft dream ot feartul things, 
dreadful viſions they think they fee, and ſeem to dchire 
garments of ſiſk, and of fad and fearful colours, and much 
delire natural heat 3 they rejoyce to be in darknels, or in 
dark deſolate places, often fighing, are tcartul, dull and 
heavy, have all the ſigns and ſymptoms of Melancholy, 
with trembling and teartulneſs ; the Pulle being teeble, 
faint and flow, doth ſignitic that all the upper parts of the 
Body are cold and dry. 

There is necd in curing this Diſeaſe, of hot and moitt 
Medicines, not binding,

Nature, yet cauſcth oft-times the letting of the ope- 
rations ot Medicines, therctore in adminiſtring of divers 
Medicines, the Phylitian will make the Patient ſmell to 
bitter things and ſtinking. 

Ptolomens faith, That the receiving of Medicine is good 
at ſuch a time as the Y 5 in S,m or X, and if the Lord 
ot that Sign be under the Earth, then it is wholeſome and 
good to take Phyſick. 

And it the Lord of the Houſe of the I , or Lord of the 
Aſcendant, do apply to a Planet in the mid-Heaven, at the 
giving, of the Medicine, then ſhall he vomit and caſt up the 
Medicine again, And Haly ſaith, That it is good alfo 
and moſt wholeſome to give a Drink in 2 cold and moilt 
Triplicity, asin S, mM and X, to diſſolve the Sickneſs, 
for at ſuch a time the Medicine entring into the Body of 
the Sick, hndeth every part well and naturally diſpoſed 
with moiſture, which is his natural kind to work 
upon. 

And therefore when the Lord of the Afcendant is joyn- 
ed with a Planct under the Earth.,che Sickneſs ſhall remove 
to the lower parts, notwithſtanding the inward ſtrength 
of the Body 1s not hot, and ſo this manner of working 
ſhall be good.

Sick touching his Health, and recovery thereof, that at 
that inſtant time theſe three Angles, viz. the Alcendant, 
the 10th and the 7th Houſe, be free from the bodily pre- 
ſence of an evil Planet, and from . their Aſpects, tz. from 
h, d and 6 , and from a Planet that is combuſt, retro- 
grade. or in his fall or detriment, and let the three Angles 
aforeſaid be fortunate by the bodily prelence or afved of 
ſome good and fortunate Planet, as of V, $ or £2, or 
ſome Planet that is cither in his Houſe, cxaltation, or 
ſome other of his dignities, and let the Lord of the Aſ- 
cendant, and the ſecond Houſe , and his Lord he free 
from afflition, and be ſtrong, and apply to fortunes, or 
elſe let there be ſome fortunate Planct in thoſe places, but 
let the Lord of the 6th, and the 6th Houſe be infortunate 
and weak, or put the Lord of the 6th in a cadent Houſe 
combuſt, but if he be Retrograde, the Diſcaſe will come 
again after the Party is whole, and the weaker and the 
more unfortunate the Lord of the 6th is, the bettcr is it 
for the Sick, and the ſooner will hc be whole. 

Alſo you may put an infortunate or weak Planet in the 
6th Houſe, or no Planet at all, which is beſt. 

Never let there any good or fortunate Planct bchold the 
6th Houſe, and when thou hndeſt the polition of the Hea- 
vens even ſo, as aforeſaid, then juſt at that time miniſter 
friſt unto the Sick, cithcr inwardly or outwardly, as his 
Diſtemper requireth, for the whole Cure copſiſtcth in the 
frit adminiſtring or drceſling , be it never fo little or 
much, 
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And this note well for a general Rule, That it the Lord 
of the 6th be fortunate or ſtrong, or in his Houſe or exal- 
eation, or other dignities, or in an Angle ftrong, or it any 
fortunate or ſtrong Planet be in the 6th Houſe, then thou 
ſhalt never Cure him, except thou leave it off and begin 
again, or elſe thou ſhalt be long in Curing ot it, for the 
ſtronger the 6th Houſe or his Lord is, the ſtronger (hall 
the Infirmity be, and the longer ere Cured, 

Let no Man meddle or take upon him to adminiſter to 
any Man whoſe Pallate of his Mouth is down, or that 
hath any Diſcaſe in his Tongue or Mouth, to miniſter firſt 
unto him in the Hour of &T, when he is combult, and 
Lord of the 6th Houſe, and in the 10th Houſe, and the Þ 
apply to 7 by any aſpe& 3, for it he do, the Party (hall 
lole his Speech, or forme other great Harm or Inconvent- 
ence will happen to the Sick. 

It ſeems to be a gneral Rule, That a Man ought not 
to miniſter to any Member or Part grieved, in the Hour of 
the Planet that ruleth that Member, it the fame Planet be 
Lord cf the 6th and combuſt, and the I apply unto him, 
eſpecially if the Þ go from the ©, or after the (eparateth 
from that Planet that Ruleth that Member, and next ap- 
ply to the d, Dor & of h or &d. 

Ie {ſeems very good to Adminiſter firſt unto a Party, 
when V. or. 2 being free, either of them is Lord in the 
Aſcendant, and the » from ſome good Planet apply unto 
him by d, * or £, and the Lord of the 6th Houſe 
weak, and ſome fortune in the 7th, if it may be; but let 
not the Lord of the Aſcendant be alſo Lord of the Sth nor 
6th; and the » apply unto them, for then it may cauſe 
Death or very long Sicknels , otherwiſe it cauſeth 
Health. 

Take heed in the firſt miniſtring or dreſſing, that the 
do not apply to the Lord of the 6th by ,any alpect, for 
that ſigniteth the Diſcaſe to come again after he 1s 
Cured, 
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Let not ÞH behold the 6th Houle, except he be Lord of 
the Afcendant, then he may behold the 6th by £ or #, 
but not by #, [] or Conjurndion. 

It Þ be Lord of the Aſcendant in & Retrograde, and 
at a X or L\ to the 46th Houſe, the » being Lady of the 
6th in Vf in her fall, and in the Houſe of the Lord of the 
Aſcendant, the Party be ſoon whole. ; 

It the Lord of the 6th be weak, and in the Houle of the 
Lord of the Aſcendant, and in # to the 6th Houſe, and 
do apply to the Lord of the Aſcendant, it ſignifeth that 
the Diſcaſe yieldeth to the Phyſitian, and the Party ſhall 
be ſoon well.

natural Humours in the Body ot Man. 

When thou wilt miniſter to the fick Perſon, or any one 
that is hurt, put the Lord of the artificial Hour in 4 with 
the » (it thou maitſt) ſtrong and fortunate. 

Or clſe let the Lord of the Hour be very ſtrong and for- 
tunate, and at 2 2 or X to the Afſcendant of the 7th, or 
to his Lord, and then thou ſhalt be ſure by Gods help to 
Cure him, or clic he is incurables 

It the Lord ot the Aſcendant be in the Houſe or exalta- 
tion of the Lord of the 6th, and do behold the 6th Houſe 
by # or 2, and the Lord of the 6th be weak, or in his 
tall. or in the Houſe of thc Lord of the Aſcendant, then 
the Paticnt ſhall ſoon recover and be well. 

It the Lord of the Aſcendant be in the 11th, and free 
trom evil and from combuſtion, and from Þh and &, and 
be dircct and firong, the Phytitian ſhall have great praiſe 
and commendations.

The ſecond is the Gort, under which is comprehended 
the Collick, Sciatica, Podagra, Chiragra, Genugra, Gout 
of the Stomach, pain in the Teeth, and running Humours, 
the Oxice, a ſharp Diſcaſe quickly ' diſpatching a Man one 
way or . other, returning Pains, Gouts paintully flexed, 
pain of the Head, Cephalea, and Hemicrania, for all theſe 
are bred of venomous Humours, much Wind, and burnt 
Choler mixed with (alt Flegm. 

The third is the Dropſie, to the which are referred all 
manner of Fevers, Apoſtemations, Jaundics, and evil Di- 
geſtion, Chilblains, Ancombs, and the like. 

The tourth is the faling Evil, to which belong all Ca- 
tarrhs, Rheums, Palſies, beatings and palpitation of the 
Heart, Cardiaca paſſio, Giddincſ(s, Vertigoes, Apoplexies, 
Vertex, Suffocations of the Matrix, and ſtopping of the 
Terms, and the French Pox.

and fignificr of the Diſeaſe, or if Melancholy do abound

And for the Curing cf the Gout, (ſaith Paracelſis) three 
things are required, that is , Reſolving, Mitigating, and 
Strengthning. And the chicteſt point of Health confiſts in 
this, not to fill thy (elf with Meat, nor be too flow in 
Labour. 4G | 

And in Curing; firſt and principally look to the Liverz 
that it be fund and not ſtopt, hard, or over-glutted 
with Water, or walted, bring him firſt to a _ order 
and ſoundneſs, to this operation, reQtihe the _ and 
then ſhalt thou Cure the other Dilſcaſcs the better, and 
when Diſeaſes be grown to extremities, give Medicines 
always to repreſs their Venome, for the venomous Hu- 
mours do kill the Body,and brigg incurable Diſcaſes.

Having referred all our Diſcourſe to the 12 Houſes of 
the Heavens , take theſe Conſiderations along with 
you.

25 degrees of the firit Houſe is under the Earth, and 5 are 
above the Earth, and the firſt 18 degrees deſcending are 
temperate in heat and drowth, and the laſt 12 degrees 
(whereof 5 of them are above the Earth,and 7 under) are 
hot and dry in the beginning of the hr{t degree 3 for we 
reckon the Houſes contrary to the Signs, for we account 
the Signs aſcending, and the Houſes deſcending, going 
from the Eaſt to the South, and thoſe 5 degrees that arc 
above the Earth, are the laſt degrees of the firſt Houſe; and 
the firſt Houſe, the 12th Hoaſe, and the 11th Houſe arc 
hot and dry, Cholerick, of the nature of Fire; the roth, 
gth and Sth are hot and moiſt, of the nature of the Air;

or mortal ;, tor otherwiſe he may ſinve agairiſt 
the ſtream, and purchaſe to himſelf rather dif- 

credit than otherwiſe, promiſing Health when there is no 


hope at all. Many by the Rules of Vulgar Aſtrology, have 


taken 
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taken upon them to reſolve this doubtful and obſcure Que- 
ſtion, but ſo lamely, and with ſuch and {o many curious 
Ambiguities, that one can conclude nothing certainly there- 
by. Yea, of a truth, this Art is {o contaminated and de- 
filed in general, and the true grounds {o conſpurcated, and 
intermingled with many frivolous Fables, that except the 
pure Quinteſſence be extracted from thoſe tzculent Dregs, 
this Science which paſſeth all other Humane Arts, as the 
Light of the Sun the Stars, is like to periſh, and in time 
to be as little reputed of amongſt the Learned Philoſophers, 
as it is now amongſt many of the Vulgar fort, which think 
or eſteem; no better of any Predictions in this Art, than of 
meer Fables. , 

Therefore to quit this Art from all criminal Accuſation 
of Falſhood, we will here deliver a plain and intelligible 
Method, whereby the mcaneſt Artiſt, it he be not Dure 
Cervicis, may know how to give a trucand abſolute Judg- 
ment of this prepoſed Demand.

pate, will be {uffocated in the Stomach propter Molinryn in 
Hepate , tor the Vis ſangadfica, doth not ſeperare purum ab 
impuro \ this defe for the moſt part of ſome Oppilation 
m the orifice of thoſe Veins, which are in parenchymate 
Hepatis, whereby the Homogenial Nutriment is not imbi- 
, and ſo no perfe& ſeparation is made, by which means 
the crude Humours being long claborated by the firſt di- 
geſtion in the Stomach, Joth at laſt become pinguedinous 
and unQious, the which is contrary to the acetohity of the 
Scomach, cauſing ſuperabundance of Heat againſt Nature, 
and ſuffocition of Natural Heat 3 and it the Vis attradiva 
in Hepate doth not return in due time, then the Meſeralcal} 
Veins not performing their office, to'exhauſt or attract the 
Chylous Juyce from the Stomach, then in ſucceſs of time 
the Tunicles of the Stomach (hall be ſo much relaxed, and 
the retentive faculty thereof ſo much debilitated and weak- 
ned, by reaſon of many groſs, fatty, and pinguedinous 
Humours therein contained, that the Party will fall into a 
Diarrhza, very hard to be Cured. Neither did I ever ſec 
any yet holpen in this kind of Diſcaſe 3 for the UnQuohity 
of the pinguedinous Humours doth- make ſuch a flibrinels 


and Lubricity in the Scomach, that the Nutriment paſleth

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to the Bowels, before compleat digeſtion, and ſo pedetentins 
the Natural Forces decaying, and crude Humours prevail- 
ing, at laſt Death enſueth, the end of all Diſcrafie.
